at least one first photosensor segment having photosensitive elements for scanning at 
a first resolution: 

at least one second photosensor segment havina a plurality of rows, each one of the 
plurality of rows having photosensitive elements for scann in g at a second resolution, the at 
least one second photosensor segment adjacent to the at least one first photosensor segment: 
and: 

at least one third photosensor segment having photosensitive elements for scanning at 
a third resolution, the at least one third photosensor segment adjacent to the at least one 
second photosensor segment, 

wherein the photosensitive elements of the second photosensor segment have a hiaher 
density than the photosensitive elements of the first photosensor segment so thai an image is 
scanned at a higher resolution with the photosensitive elements of the second photosensor 
segment than with the photosensitive elements of the first photosensor segment: 
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wherein, in creating a color image of the first resolution, the photosensitive elements 
of the first photosensor segment are used; 

wherein, in creating a color imaae of the second resolution, the photosensitive 
elements of the second photosensor segment are use d; and 

wherein the photosensitive elements of the third photosensor segment have a higher 
density than the photosensitive elements of the second photosensor segment so that the image 
is scanned at the higher resolution with the photosensitive elements of the third photosensor 
segment than with the photosensitive elements of the second photosensor. segj»ent. 




Furthermore, Applicant proposes cancelling(c laim 11 5)to aavsofee^prosecution of the 
instant case. Claim 115 would be cancelled without prejudice, waiver, or disclaimer, and 
therefore, the rejection to this claim is rendered moot. Applicant takes this action merely to 
reduce the number of disputed issues and to facilitate early allowance and issuance of other 
claims in the present application. Applicant reserves the right to pursue the subject matter of 
this cancelled claim in a continuing application, if Applicant so chooses, and does not intend to 
dedicate any of the cancelled subject matter of claim 115 to the public.
